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Roxbv  district  is  purely  Agricultural  and  is  situated  in  North  Lincolnshire,  having  an  area  of  4,908  acres, 
the  ground  sloping  away  in  a  North-Easterly  direction  gives  a  good  fall  to  the  drainage. 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  character  of  the  district  and  no  industrial  works  have  been  erected. 

The  general  health  for  the  year  has  been  very  good. 

No  new  houses  have  been  erected,  and  as  regards  the  district  itself  there  is  no  shortage.  Being  situated 
close  to  .Scunthorpe  there  is  naturally  a  demand  for  houses  to  take  the  overflow,  but  in  Roxby  there 
are  sufficient  houses  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district  itself.
